ment has ordered, that, in all cases, in which attacks and attempts of 
assassinations against Germans have resulted, or saboteurs destroyed in- 
stallations essential to life, not only the seized perpetrators be shot 
but that because of it, all the men of the kin also be executed and their 
female relatives who are over 16 years be put into Concentration camps, 
Sorici presumption is hereby taken for grante, that if the perpetrator 
or the perpetrators are not seizcd, their names and addresses be readily 
ascertained. As male members of the kin can be considered for example: 

he father, sons, (insofar as they are over 16 years of age), brothers, 
brothers-in-law, cousins and uncles of the perpetrator. against the 
women, proceedings must take place in the same manner. With this pro- 
cedure it is intended, to insure a total liability of all men and women 
of the kin of the perpetrator. It furthermore affects to the utmost the 
& family circle of the political criminal. This practice has shown for 
example already at the end of 1939 the best results in the new eastern 
territories especially in the Warthe district. is soon as this new method 
for combating assassins and saboteurs becomes known to thcse foreign 
peopie,-this may be achieved by oral propaganda (ijundpropaganda)-the 
female members of a kin, in which members of the resistance movement or LM 
bands are present, as shown by experience will exert a curbing influence"

Subject: Employment of Jews; here: Exchange of Jews in essential 
employment against Polish labor. 


In agreement with the Chief of the Security Police and the 
SD, Jews who are still in employment are, from now on, to be evacuated 
from the territory of the Reich and are to be replaced by Poles, who 
are being deported from the General Gouvernement, 


The Chief of the Security Police advises (us) under the date 
of 26 October 1942 that it is anticipated that during the month of 
November the evacuation of Poles in the Lublin district will begin, in 
order to make room there for the settlement of persons of German race 
(Volksdeutsche). 


The Poles who are to be evacuated as a result of this measure 
will be put into concentration camps and put to work whore they are 
criminal or asocial elements. Tho remaining Poles where they are suit- 
able for labor, will be transported - without family - into tho Reich, 
particularly to Berlin; there they will be put at the disposal of the 
labor allocation offices to work in armament factories instead of the 
Jcws who are to be replaced, 


The Jews who will become available as a result of the employ— 
ment of Polish labor will be deported on a shuttle system. This will 
apply first to Jews engaged in menial work since they can be exchanged 
most easily. The remaining so-called "qualified" Jewish laborers will 
be loft to the industries until their Polish replacements have been 
made sufficicntly familiar with the work processes by a period of 
ap renticeship to be determined for each case individually. Loss of 
production in individual industrics will thus be reduced to the absolute 
minimum, 


I reserve the right to issuc further instructions. Please 
inform the labor offices concerned accordingly.

I transmit the foregoing copy for your information. Insofar 
as the removal of Jews (still) in employment concerns your area (Bezirk) 
too, I request that you take the necessary measures in cooperation with 
the competent offices of the Chief of the Security Police and of the 
SD.

The decree introduces a fundamental innovation, The Fuchrer and Supreme 
Commander of the armed Forces orders that offenses committed by civilians within 
the occupied territorics and of the kind mentioned above, are to be dealt with 
by the competent idlitary Courts in the occupied territories only, if 

(a) the death penalty is pronounced, 
and (b) sentence is pronounced within 8 days of the prisonerts arrest. 


Unless both these conditions are fulfilled, the Fuchrer and Supreme 
Commander docs not anticipate that criminal procecdings within the occupied 
territories will have the necessary deterrent effect. 


in all other cases the prisoners aro in futuro to he transported to Germany 
secretiy, and further dealings with the offenses will take place here; these 
measures will have a deterrent because 
(a) the prisoners will vanish without leavin; a trace, 
(b) no information may be given as to their whereabouts or their fate, 


This order will entail only very slight alterations in the activities of the 
Counter Intelligence (Abwehr) Offices. Now as before these offices decide 

the actual tine when people suspected of espionage or sabotage are to be arrest- 
ed. imon deciding this time, it must now nevertheless be taken into consideration 
that before the arrest is made there will if possible havc to be enough proof 

to convict the prisoner, for there will hardly be an opportunity for further 
inquiries, confrontations ctc. since sentence has cither to bo pronounced within 
8 days.or otherwise the removal of the arrested person to Germany will iake 
further investigations on the spot impossible. Before the arrest is madc, 
therefore, contact nust'bc made with the appropriate liilitary Court and the 
question examined with them as to whether or not the proof collected is suffic- 
ient. 


in case the competent iilitary Court, resp. tho Military Commander arc 
of thc opinion that an immediate decision on the spot is impossible, and the 
prisoners are therefore to bc transportcd to Germany, the Counter Intelligence 
Offices have to report this fact directly to the RSHA in Berlin SW 11, Prinz 
Albrecht Street 7, c/o Dr, Fischer, Director of Criminal Police, stating the 
exact number of prisoners and of the groups which belong together as the case 
. may be. Isolated cases where tho Superior Commander has an urgent interest in the 
¥ case.being dealt with by a military court, are to be roportod to tho RSHA. Copy 
of the entire report has to be sent to Office Foreign Countries Intelligence 
Dept. ^bwohr III. 


The RSHA on the basis of available accommodation will determine which 
office of the Stato Police has to accept the prisoners. The latter officc 
Will communicate with the competent Counter Intclligenec Office and determine 
with it the particulars of the removal, particularly whether this will be carricd 
out by tho Sceret Field Police, tho 4 Gendarmcric, or the Gestapo itsclf, 
as well as on place and the manner of the actual handing over.

Considering that the population of the Baltic countries had 
suffered very heavily under the government of Bolshevism and Jewry 
whilc they were incorporated in the USSR, it was to be expected that 
after the liber-tion from that foreign government, they (i.e. the pop- 
ul-tion themselves) would render harmless most of the enemies left 
behind after the retreat of the Red Army. It was the duty of the 
Security Police to set in motion these self-cleansing movements nd 
to direct them into the correct channels in order to accomplish the 
purpose of the cleansing operations as quickly as possible, It was no 
less important in view of the future to establish the unshakable and 
prov^ble fact thet the liberated pooulation themselves took thc most 
severe measures against the Bolshevist and Jciish enemy quite on their 
own, so that the direction by German authorities could not be found 
out, 


In Lithouania this was achieved for the first time by partisan 
activitics in Kowno, To our surprise it was not easy ^t first to set 
in motion an extensive porsrom against Jews, KLI';TIS, the leader of 
the portisan unit, mentioned above, who was used for this purpose 
primarily, succeeded in starting a pogrom on the basis of advice given 
to him by a small advanced detachient acting in Kowno, and

Therefore, 
at the ond of thc first pogrom a Jewish Committec was summoncd who 
were informed that tho German authoritics so far hed not scen any rea- 
son to interfere in the quarrels between Lithouanians and Jews. The 
sole basis for creating a normal situation would be to construct a 
Jewish Ghetto. Against remonstrations made by the Jewish Committee, 
it was declarcd that there was no other possibility to prevent further 
pogroms, On this the Jews zt once declared themsclves ready to do 
everything in their power to transfer their co-racials to the town 
district of Viriampol which was intcndcd as a Jewish Ghetto and with 
the greatest possible speed, This own district lics in the triangle be- 
tween the Ifamel river and a tributary; it is connected with Kowno by one 
bridge only and can, therefore, easily be locked off. 


In Riga the so-called "loskau suburb" was dcstinated as a Ghetto. 
This is the worst dwelling district of Riga, already now mostly inhabited

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by Jews, The transfer of the Jews into the Ghetto-district proved 

rather difficult because the Latvians dwelling in that district had to 
bc cvacuated and residential space in Riga is very crowded, 24.000 of 
the 28.000 Jews living in Riga have been transferred into the Ghetto 

so far. In creating the Ghetto, the Security Police restricted thems- 
elves to mere policing duties, while the establishment ond administration 
of tho Ghetto as well as the regulation of the food supply for the in-

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When it was decided to extend the German operations to Leningrad 
and also to extend the activities of Action Group A to this town, I 
gave orders on 16 July 1941 to parts of Action Detachments 2 and 3 and 
to the Staff of the Group to advance to Novosselje, in order to prepare 
these activities and to be able to advance as early as possible into 
the arca around Leningrad and into the city itsclf. The advance of the

In this connection a single case may be mentioned, which proves 
the correctness of the principle "terror arcinst terror", In the 
Village of Jachnowa it was ascertained on the basis of a report made by 
the peasant Jemeljanow and after further interrogations and othcr scarch- 
es that partisans had been fed in the house of Anna Prokoffjcwa, The 
house was burnt down on 8 August 1941 at about 21 hours, and its inhabi- 
tant arrested, Shortly after midnight partisans sct alirht the house 
of the informer Jemeljanow, A detachncnt scnt to Jachnowa on the follow- 
ing doy ascertained that the peasant woman Ossipowa had told the partis- 
cns that Jemcljanow hod made thc report which had caused our action, 


Ossipowa was shot and her housc burnt down, Further two 16 year 
old youths from tho villae werc shot because according to their owm 
confession, thcy hac rendered information and courler=services to the 
portiscns. Obviously, it wes on accouny of those punitive measures that 
the partisans loft the forest camp near the viilare. The camp was found 
during this operation,

of Aryan employees, who consent to this, instead of dispatching them urider 
their own names. The representatives of Jewish firms in an ever increasing 
way, also offer their goods as though they were coming from Aryan firms. 
“urthermore, forwarding agents often dispatch Jewish goods to the customers 
under their own names in order to avoid, that the purveying firm becomes

The guilt for these machinations does not always lie with the Jewish

I therefore order: 


From now on a 11 enemies on So-called Commando 
missions in Europe or Africa challenged by German 
troops, even if they are to all appearances soldiers 
in uniform or demolition troops, whether armed or un- 
armed, in battle or in flight, are to be slaughtered 
to the last man. It does not make any difference 
whether they are landed from ships and aeroplanes for 
their actions, or whether they are dropped by parachute, 
Even if these individuals, when found, should apparent- 
ly be prepared to give themselves up, no pardon is to 
be granted them on principle. In each individual case 
full information is to be sent to the OK. for public. 
cation in the Report of the Military Forcos. 


If individual members of such commandos, such as agents, 
saboteurs, etc. fall into the hands of the military 
forces by some other means, through the police in 
occupied territories for instance, they are to be handed 
Over immediately to tho €D, Any imprisonment under 
military guard, in PY Stockades for instance, etc,, 

is strictly prohibited, evon if this is only intended 
for a short time. 


This order does not apply to the treatment of any 

enemy soldiers who, in the course of normal hostilities 
(large-scale offensive actions, landing eporations and 
airborne operations), are captured in Open battle or 
give themselves up. Nor does this order apply to 
enemy soldiors falling into our hands aftor battles at 
sca, or enemy soldiers trying to save their lives by 
parachute a ftor battles. 


I will hold responsible under Military Law, for 
failing to carry out this order, all commanders and

On 2 December 1941 the head of the 
State police at Kattowitz, chief councillor to the government Mildner, 
reported. orally to the undersigned that he had ordered, with authority 
from the Reich-lesder of the SS as necessary immediate action, these 
executions by public hanging at the place of the crime: and that deterring 


measures would also have to be continued in the futu: vntil the criminel 
and actively anti-German powers in the occupied Eastera territories have 
been destroyed, or until other immediate actions, 5315355 also by the 
cnurts, would guarantee equal frightening effect. Accordingly, 6 


leaders of another Polish organization guilty of high tre-son in the dist- 
rict in and around Sosnowitz were to be hanged publicly today as an example. 


About this procedure the undersigned expressed considerable doubts. 


Besides the fact that such mossuros have been withdrawn from the 

jurisdiction of the ordinary courts and are contradictory to the laws 

4 not put out of effect, a Justified emergency for the excentional pro- 
ceedings by the police alone cannot, in our opinion, be lawfully recognized, 


The penal justice in ovr district within the limits of our Jurisdict- 
ion is quite capable of rulfillineg its duty of immediate penal retribution 
by means of a special form of special judicial activity (establishment of 
^ so-called Rapid Special Court). Indictment ane proceeding could be 
snecded up in such a way that between turning the casa over to the public 
prosecutor and oxecution no more than 3 days would elapse if the prectice 
of pardoning is simpiifiod and if the decision, if necessary, can be ob- 
teined by long distance call. This was expressed yesterday to the head 
of the state police at Kattowitz by the undersigned. 


We cannot believe thet execution by the police of criminals, especially 
German criminals, can be considered more effective through shattering the 
sense of justice of many German countrymen. In the long run they night, 
in spite of public torrorizing, lead even more to further brutality of 
minds, which is contrary to tho intended purposo of pacifying. These de- 
liberations, however, do not apply to future lawful competence of a drum- 
head court-martial for Poles ond Jows.

court in Berlin without eny sentences having been passed there as yet. 

This situation which beceme known in the various brenches of interested 
perty circles and administration departments injures the reputation of 
justice in general as well as the concept of the effectiveness of justice 
in the occuvied Tastern territories especially because, with the exception 
of the court, the next exclusive competence of the People's Court for the 
sentencing of matters of high treason is not sufficiently known. 


We are not informed as to how far the described situation of non- 
settlement is true. 


As far as the proceedings of treesonable cases by the Chief Reich 
Prosecutor at the People's Court in Berlin are concerned which were for- 
warded for prosecution to the co-unéersigned Public Prosecutor (proceed- 
ings per par. 5 section 2 of the law about the competence of criminal 
courts dated 21 Feb. 40 - 8681 I, p. 405 - in connection with the AV of 
Reich Justice Ministry dated 7 June 45 - German Law, page 683) we should 
like to point out the following: 


From July 1941 until today, the cases of 235 accused were forwarded

As Chief of the Department of Police in the Reich and Prussian Ministry 
of the Interior, I have noticed lately an ever increasing internal 
political tension, which makes a clarification of authority both as regards 


the general police and more especially the political police, evidently urgent- 
ly necessarye.- 


1).. Fight against the Church (Kirchenkampf ) 


The Reichminister of the Interior is the competent authority for 
general rules on confessional policy, Therefore,. the leaders of the diverse 
confessional groups address their petitions to our office. Lately, half 
of the political police reports concerned clerical matters, . We have untold 
petitions from all kinds of cardinals, bishops, and dignitaries of the churche. 
Most of these complaints concern matters, under the jurisdiction of the Reich 
Ministry of the Interior, although the respective rules were not decreed 
by ite. It happens very often that we have in our capacity as 8 court of 
appeal to settle incidents, about which sometimes we know nothing at all 
until we receive the complaint. There does not seem to be any unity any 
longer between our principles as regards political, ecclesiastical matters 
and the executives thereof in the states, It 15 an inexcusable state of 
affairs to give directions to complainants and make promises to eccels- 
iastical leaders, if there is no reliability of their being carried out in 
the states, Therefore, I deem it an absolute necessity that full clari- 
fication be given on this controversial philosophical matter not only as 
regards the principles but also the execution thereof: 


I would like to joint cut that in my opinion, these principles should 
be both considered and executed not onl, from an internal political,. but 
also from the foreign political viewpoint. I enclose an encyclical of the 
Pope, that was submitted to me today. The question arises for instance, 
as to whether the manner of tratment of returning Catholic young people, in 
front of Swiss: customs guards has something to do with the unfavorable for- 
eign political commentaries which have been evoked by this action by the 
political polices. 


This concerns not only the political police, the whole police force 
as such, will be implicated by the consequences resulting from the religious 
struggle (Glaubenskanpf),. Instances of gross disturbance of congregations 
are mounting terribly fast letely,. often necessitating intervention of the 
emergency squad (Uberfalkommando),. In the long run I cannot carry the 
responsibility, for officials will become involved, and be forced to support 
cne party or the othar, The struggle (Kanpfzeit) is so recent that we know 
from our own experience that in the end the police official will be blamed 
quite often for everything, by both warring partieSe. After discarding the 
rubber trunchcon,the idea of exposing executive officials to situations 
in which, during gross interruption of meetings, they may be forced to use 
cold steel, is unbearable. 


It is my opinion, that everything must be done to prevent the wearing 
out of the Police Force as well as the State Auth rity in general with an 
untimely religious struggle. Should this philosophical conflict continue 
I would be forced, = incidentally this was proposed to me in a letter from 
the Chief of the Gestapo, to give lectures to the police officials on Christ: 
ian Confessions or the pe&ticular importance of the religious movement and 
the attitude of the perty to these, 


Neither do I believe, that it is desirable, if the lower grade police 
authorities carry out the handling and reporting of these religious matters, 
in a certain one-sided manner. 


2), Lately, there has been a marked increase of cases of protective custodj; 
I demand urgently that in this matter also, final directives be givenconcern 
ing methods, proof, length of time and manner of execution. The decree on

protective custody by the Reich Ministry of the Interior has been made invalid 
long ago by the actions of the political police.. lt is almost impossible to 
receive an adequate report on a case of protective custody.. The petitions, 
addressed to us in this matter,.all stress the same point, vhich I also 
regard as important.. The parties concerned and their relatives accept pro- 
tective custody as a matter of fact,.but not the complete uncertainty as 
regards the manner and principles by which it may or may not be imposed,. 
This unquestionable lawlessness (Rechtsunsicherheit) fosters unrest and 
antagonism. It is intolerable for the Reich Ministry of the Interior, when 
there is a different interpretation and application of the law in the 
respective States, thereby obstructing a uniform execution of the law.. The 
question must also be settled whether as approved by the judicial association 
N.S.,.in agreement with the Reichminister of Justice, in cases of protective 
custody a person is allowed a lawyer, or as is actually practised by the 
Secret state police this is refused.. I refer in this connection to the case 
of lawyer Pinder.. He was confined to protective custody with his colleagues 
for bringing an action, being forced to do this by a Reich Lex, after duly 
informing the Reich Ministry of Justice and our Ministry. This complaint 
could not involve any complications, as it could inmediately be legally 
restrained by us,. 





3). For official political reasons I must object on principle to the fact 
that lately once more and vithout previous knowledge of the Superior Author- 
ities, officials have been taken ito protectivecustody or what is sometimes 
even more, they have been subjected to State Police investigations,. I cite 
here only the case of my teacher and Kreisleiter at Esterwegen, who was kept 
in protective custody for 8 days, because he had sent e correct report, as 
proved afterwards, to his district councillor on abuses by the SS.. I re- 
member the investigations by criminal assistants of the Gestapo in Kottbus, 
lasting two weeks.on the Chief of Police in that phase, by the way an SS 
Brigadefuehrer.. Likéwise I have already presented today a compleint by the 
Oberprdsident Lohse, concerning the order to an official of the gendarmerie 
for espionage on superior officials by officers of the political police, 


lt is intolerable from the point of view of the National Socialistic 
authoritarian form of state leadership, that subordinate offices procure 
information on officizls in this manner, over the heads cf their superior 
offices This will create a great deal of trouble quite apart from the fact 
that information obtained in this manner must be prejudiced and very often, 
evén actually, false, 


4). Abductions by officers of the political police on foreign sovereign 
territory have lately created severe disturbances in the field of foreign 
politics.. I cite the cases of Berthold Jakob (Switzerland) Gutzeit (Holland) 
and the latest incident at the Czedà frontier. It is my opinion, that in 
consideration of the foreign political complications, the Police Office should 
receive orders for such measures from the responsible Reich Officer only 

and not from subordinate offices, 


5). Several times the Reich Ministry of Economics has pointed out to me 

the disturbing effect on the economic orgenization which must result from 

the various political incidents caused by the police, the atmosphere of in- 
security caused by cases of protective custody (particulerly in the case of 
economic leaders) and also in the latest cases of boyeott of the Jews. (Juden- 
boykott) (Cologne, Dusseldorf). . 


6), I can only undertake the creation of the Fuehrer protection (Fuehrer- 
&chutzes) in my police department if I am completely responsible for the of- 
ficials working there, their Service, capabilities and their cooperation 
with the other departments of the criminal police. | 


7). I propose, that it be settled once and for all, not only who is to bear 
the responsibilities for the directives but also who shall bear the respons-

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ibility for the carrying out of these directives in all matters appertaining 
to the political police, 


Either: This responsibility rests with the Reich Minister of the Interior. 
Then he has to be vested with altogether different powers to give orders 
in political matters concerning the police,

fuehrer SS, who is already actually claiming the management of the political 
police in the Reich. In this case, I would propose that the law, laid down 
for Prussia by SS, Himmler, becomes Reich Law immediately, elevating the

through the Higher S33 and Police Fuehrer Fast at Cracow his 
order to complete the combing out of the Wersaw Ghetto with the 
rreatest severity and relentless tenacity, therefore decided to 
destroy the entire ewish residential area by setting every 
block on fire, including tho blocks of residential buildings near 
the armament works, One concern after the other was systematical- 
ly evacuated and subsequently destroyed by fire, The Jews then 
emerged from their hiding places and dug-outs in almost every 
case, Not infrequently, the Jews stayed in the burhing buildings 
until, because of the heat and the fcar of being burned alive 
they preferred to jump down from the upper stories after having 
thrown mattresses and cther uoholsterod articles into the street 
from the burning buildings, With their bones broken, they still 
tricd to crawl across the strect int- blocks of ouilCings which 
had not yet been set on fire or were only partly in flames. Of- 
the Jews changed their hiding places Curing the night, by moving 
into the ruins of burnt-^ut builcings, taking refuge there until 
they were found by our patrols, Their stay in the sewers also 
ceased to be pleasant after the first week, Frequently from the 
street, wo could hear loue voices coming thrcugh the sewer shafts, 
Ihen the men of the Waffen SS, the Police or the Wehrmacht Engi- 
neers courageously climbed down the shafts to bring out the Jews 
and not infrequently they then stumbled iver Jews already dead, 
or were shot at. It was always necessary to use smoke candles to 
drive out tho Jews, Thus ^no cay we opened 183 sewer entrance 
holes and at a fixed time lowered smoke candles into them, with 
the result that the bandits fled from what they believed to be 
gas to the center vf the former Ghetto, where they could tren 

be pulled out of the sewer holes there, A great number of Jews, 
who coule not be counted, were exterminated by blowing up sewers 
and dug-outs. 

The tonger the resistaneo lasted, the toughér the men of the 
Waffen SS, Police and Wehrmacht became; they fulfilled their duty 
indefatigably in faithful comradeship anc stood together as mod- 
els and examples of soldiers, Their duty hours often lasted from 
early morning until late at night. At night, search patrols with 
rags wound round their feet remained at the heels of the Jews 
and gave them no respite, Not infrequently they caught and killed 
Jews who used? the night hours for Supplementing their stores 
from abandoned Cug-outs and for contacting neighboring groups 
^P exchanging news with them, 

Considering that the greater part of the men of the Waffen- 
SS had only been trained for three to four wecks before being 
assigned to thig action, high credit sh^ulo be given for the 
pluck, courage, and devotion to duty which they showed, It must 
be stated that the Wehrmacht Rngineers,too, executed the blowing 
up of Qug-outs, scwers, and concrete buildings with uncefatiga- 
bility and great devotion to Cuty., Officers and men of the 
Police, a large part ofwhom had alreacy been at the fron}, again 
excelled by their cashing spirit, 

Only through the continuous and untiring work of all in- 
volved did we succeed in catching a total of 56,965 Jews whose 
extermination can be proved. To this should be 20066 the number 
of Jews who lost their lives in explosions or fires but wh^se 
numbers oculd not be ascertained,

The external appearance 
of the Jcvs “hom we are catching now shows that it is now 
the turn of those Jcus who were the loaders of the entire 
resistence movement, They jumped from the buming windows 
and balconies, abusing “erneny and the ‘uchrer enc cursing 
tho “ornan soldiers. 
SSemcn who descended into the sewers discovored that a great 
number of corpses of perished Jows ar o^inz washed away
